SHORT JUSTICE FOR TRAMPS. 


The north has a particularly short 
way of dealing with its poor—New 
Hampshire has perhaps the shortest 
way of any of the New England states. 
She has just put in operationa stern 
law against that aggravating nuisance 
known as the “tramps.” 

The law provides that any person 
convicted of “tramping”—by which we 
suppose is meant a sort of strolling vag- 
abondage—shall be imprisoned in the 
state penitentiary and put to hard 
work. It is provided that all accused 
persons shall be defended by counsel 
assigned by the state when unable to 
pay for it themselves. A fellow named 
Rooxe has just been arrested,tried and 
convicted, and sent to the state prison 
for fourteen months, We think that 
after this conviction the governor 
should have allowed the remaining 
tramps twenty-four hours in which 
to get out of the state. They will pro- 
bably not need more than that much 
time for completé evacuation. In the 
meantime New Hampshire's neighbors 
will probably receive a large accession 
of touring citizens. We must confess 
however that we are at a loss to know 
how a vigorous tramp could have ever 
supported himseli by browsing over the 
hills of New Hampshire, and appealing 
to the uncertain charity of the Hamp- 
shire folks. He will doubtless find a 
more certain living inside the jail.

The 
severe plague of this vear will tend to 
bring merchants to Atlanta who have 
been trading in cities that are liable to 
yellow fever, even if they were not vis- 
ited by the epidemic this year.

7HE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 
In our editorial on yesterday con- 
cerning the sewerage we stated that a 
committee of experts had been ap- 
pointed to investigate the sewerage 
system of the city and report on the 
best plan available. 
We learn that this committee, con- 
sisting of Col. L. P. Grant, Gen. Me Rea 
and others, was not appointed for this 
purpose, but were requested simply to 
decide which of the two kinds of pipes 
was the best for the system of sewerage 
adopted by Mr. McDaniel. They de- 
clined to act on this technical appoint~ 
ment, feeling that their verdict would 
amount to nothing more than a recom- 
mendation of some pipe manufacturer, 
and might prove to be erroneous after 
they had made it. It is said that if the 
mayor and council are desirous of hav- 
ing this committee investigate the 
whole question of sewerage and report 
upon what ‘s, in their opinion, the best 
system for the city, they are willing to 
undertake the work. 
We cannot too strongly urge upon 
the council the importance of amend- 
ing their report to the committee and 
getting it to work upon the main and 
essential system. An abler committee 
of experts could not be found in the 
south. Their opinion would not only 
satisfy all parties as to the correctness 
of the system they endorsed, and se- 
cure the hearty acquiescence of tax- 
payers, but it would also ensure us a 
successful system. | 
We have information that Mr. Me- 
Daniel is perfectly willing to submit 
his plan to the investigation of this or 
any other committee. His opponents 
must certainly be willing to do the 
same. We therefore call upon the 
mayor to amend his report to the com- 
mitte and have it investigated and re- 
port upon our whole system.

times the original size. Mr. Peck admits he 
has known the sewer to overflow once before, 
butIcan prove by good citizens that it has 
overfi »wn everal times. 

In regard to the McDonough street sewer, I 
have kno en it to ove: flow several times before 
the traps were put in, and good witnesses can 
be obtained there on that point. The traps 
have been in two months, and siood every rain 
but the last, which shows this rain to be unusu- 
al, and the sewer full sguin. I remember Mr Me- 
Afee ciaiming damages last year,for the washing 
down ofa rock wall at this point The area of 
the sewer is 491 inches, and the area of the traps 
is 576 inches. The remedy at this pe int is, to 
cat off a portion of the water at Fair street, on 
the north, and Ciarke street on the south, as I 
have expressed before to Mr Buice of th + sewer 
committee. 

In regard to Longley & Robinson’s sewer, 
there has been no repairs or failures what- 
ever, and positiyely no brick. 
wall is required now, or hereafter at this point. 
The work at Mr. Maboney’s was done after 
the heavy rain, waich it stood perfectly. The 
reason for the work at Mr. Mahoney’s was pe- 
culiar, and the cost trifling. The Markham 
house makes their own ges, and the waste frum 
it passes through this sewer, and the stench 
was compla ned of so mucn by the neighbors, 
that Mr. John H Fiyun, chairman of the sewer 
committee, ordered it to be sealed up air-tight, 
which was wise, hence the digging. 

Mr. Peck’s statements abcut the cost of sew - 
ers, are too indefinite to mquire any reply, but 
I will state that I am not opposed to brick sew- 
ers when the price is as cheap as pipe. 

Mr. Peck asks about repairs at Simmons & 
Hunt's and corner of Alabama and Pryor streets, 
Mr. Peck went to Mr, Hunt and was told that 
the sewer repaired by me was an old rock one, 
bailt before my term of office, and I had simply 
repaired it. The public will please note this 
as showing the animas of the writer. Is he 
serving the city’s interest in trying to mislead 
them on this subjcct ? 

Two years ago, at the corner of Pryor and 
Alabama stieets, another party attempted to 
put in a private scwer for Capt. Henry Jackson, 
to drain Fuller & Smith’s collar, during my 
absence, and failed. When I returned to the 
City, Captain Jackson called on me to remedy 
the evil; amid great difficulties of bad 
weatber and going through twelve feet of made 
earth, I successfully did the work,and itis all 
right yet. I use Captain Jackson's name by 
permission, in connection with this sewer. 
The pubiic would like to know of a genzine 
failure of sewers built by me, if they really ex- 
ist, but not otherwise.

knee, crushing the bone and mangling the fl ah 
terribly.

Wheu the arrangements had been per- 
fecte |, ether was administered by Dr Wesumore 
land, Who wes ably assisted during the whole 
affair by Drs Dan H Howell, T W Gordon and 
De J L Pinson, city physician of the flint 
ward, 

THE OPBRATION WAS PERFORMED 
in a most skill ful mauuer, the limb being taken 
off within a very few inches of the hip. Ide 
patient was relieved from the scupelying effecis 
of the drug and recovered quite rapidly. 

When the littie fellow had fully recoyered he 
complained of feeling chiily, and a mustard 
poultice was applied to his chest with a view oi 
putting warmth in his body. The circulation oi 
his blood was found to be very weak, and siim- 
ulents were applied to give him relief. The in- 
jured chiid gradually lost strength and sank un- 
ul 10 o’clock last night when he expired. The 
accident is greatly to be deplored. The deceased 
was a bright littie fellow and w:s very popular 
among the scholars of Walker street school, 
which he attended. The driver of the car, Mr 
John Heidlebrand, is a man that has the rep.- 
tation of being one of the best and most capa- 
dle drivers in the employ of the the Street Rail- 
road company.
